EXPLORATION 
ISLAND. 



OP THE 



Every one knows how itio traveller prizes 
tb« oasis ia tbe desert. Independent of tbe 
Joy >t reaobiog a spot where the thirsty way- 
farar m^y relreab himself, there is something 
io tbe ooatrast of tbe green vegetuilon with iho 
aionolonoas, arid, dusty plain, that is glaii- 
deuing to tbe eye. We find this desire for 
the varied and the multilurm — ihia craving 
after even tbe antitheses — one ol tbe strong- 
•It attribates of oar natats, Wbea Shakc- 
apeare introduced bis comicalities and vritii- 
oisins over poor Ophelia's grave, ho was con- 
tribuling to the demands of our feelings. 
He knew tba* man's litllo world as well as 
the greater physical cicalion, must have its 
lights as well as shades ; and that comedy 
,waa oem in better place than in tbe middle 
of tbe tragic. It formed a resting spot, in 
fact, open which tbe overstrained emotiuns 
•Toked by tbe mournful muse might repose. 
Acting, no doubt, on this hualtbful principle 
inculcated by the Enylifh batd, our Commit- 
tee of Exploration have coma to the conclu- 
iion that science, being a ponderous subject, 
ibould be enlivened— that the dryness of ihe 
pnrsuit of exploratory knowlecigo ."hould be 
relieved — and that a little interesting 
comedy in connection with the lieavy busi- 
neiis of the exploration should bo devised. 
Tbe expedition starts with a flourish of 
trumpets ; tbe commander waves his forage 
cap and disappears io tbe wilderness ; and 
the public await with " bated breath" and 
deep anxiety thu result. lUilluliu's nr- 
rire, but the philosopher's stone bus not yet 
been discovered. A " repori " comoi) down 
—a long aud carefully prepared document — 
and public expeciatioo is on tip-toe. Ra- 
nora of gold-iields — S3 to 88 a day diggings 
— are circulated with u rayatorious shake of 
the bead by some of the members of tbe 
Committee. The report is at last priuled, 
and ws find that o;i Uuwichan river prospects 
are obtained from a quarter of a cent, to 
three ceots a pao. Well this was satisfao- 
toiy — extremely satisfactory — and tbe pub- 
lic were beginning to have faith io the re- 
sult of tbe expedition. Another lorini;;!,! 
elapses, but instead of some increased know- 
ledge about the gold-fiolds — soma tangible 
result from the labors of tlie party — what 
oae day's work or two days' work 
with certain implements would yield — we 
have .the indefaligablo commander bimsell 
rushing back to Victoria, arriving at llie 
dead bom of the ni;;ht, big no doubt witli 
news that would equal in eflect the ' unfold 
•d tale" of Hamlet's lather. Various sur- 
mises were afloat. Tbe exploration expedi- 
tion bad beau anoihilated by some of thote 
alrange tribes in the interior ihat were said 
to get along wonderfully well without knees 
or elbows — or a "mountain of rubies" had 
been discovered — or a Vancouver Island 
Williams' Creek had been found — s}mctiiing, 
at all ereots , of an alarming or amazing 
ebaracter bad occurred to bring the leader of 
tbe expedition so suddenly and uuoipoctedly 
to Victoria. Wall, tho inhabitants havo 
been disappointed. The aDair — shall we 
lay it — was only a ctuel joke. Dr. Browne 
only returned to remind the CoininiileL 
and His Excellency what was staled 
bafors the scientific gontlcman started — 
that anything of a valuable chanicter which 
the explorers miylit di.scover, would be re- 
lerrej for tbe benefit of the colony. Sume 
coal indications have been found, it would 
appear, that will bo a "good thing" for some- 
body — Bome copper has been discovered, some 
agrioaliural laid, some trees, some liinesiunc, 
and Wf dare say lots of ''rock and swamp." 
There is nothing e.vtraordinary in all this; but 
there is sonietliing peculiarly strange in the 
manner which the committoe adopts to carry 
out its jokes. This assembly has got it into 
its lage head that it is a secret bojy — that it 
is an iiresponsible body — and that it can 
spend the public money just as it may think 
proper, and allow the public to know j'lst as 
much about tbe exploration as it in its wis- 
dom may ddCin fit. 'iS'e ko&w that some ol 
its mambers have an idea lhat the volnctary 
subicribeis to tho expedition should have the 
monopoly of all tho "good things" that may be 
discovered. Of course, it matters little that 
a large sum of money has been con- 
tributed to the object from tbe ge- 
neral revonue, and that another largo sum 
has beeii appropriated from the revecues ol 
the Crown — that io (act the vulunlary eub- 
Bcriptions only reach one-third of the amount 
to bo expended. Wo have to impress upon 
the Committee, however, the necessity ol 
changing its course ol action. The "reports" 
from Dr. Browne, wbother llioy be oxciting 
or dull, should be dealt with impartially. II 
they are to bs publixhed, let them bo for- 
warded to the newspapers simultaneously. — 
If thay are not— il tbo informalion is of so 
startling a character aa ti, tend to upset the 
minds of the outside public— let it be retained 
secretly and mysteriously wiihio the bosomn 
of tbe Coracnittee, and let members who pns- 
iasi"good msmories" be cautioned on the mat- 
ter. Ol the breach of faith complained by the 
Exprett in reference to tho ChrontcU'a report, 
«c bava not much to say. It is only in keep 
ing with the want of system which the Coin- 
mittes has evinced with respect to publishing 
the reports. We do not accuse tho editor of 
tbe Chronicle of bad faitli, oor do we object to 
his praise<vortby cmnlation ol Mr. Delune, of 
the London Times, in disrobing himseir, when 
he feels like it, of his editorial incognito, and 
giving us a little of his nutobiography — |,oiv 
he met Mr. Browne, and what be wanted to 
do with Mr. Browne; and how tho proprietors 
of tbe Chronicle were so roagDanimoos as to 
allow biro, Mr. Bell, to write <ixploration nr- 
tiolei, aud make tbe paper "a vehicle of pub- 
licity, free cf expense." To till this, we say 
we have not the slightest objection; nor 
when tho editor of the Chronicle supposes 
that ha was raised to tho exceedingly high 
honoi ol being a m°niber ol Ihe Committee 
on the above grounds, do wo at all wish to 
throw doubts upon thu surmise — although tbe 
subject of exploration is scarcely of recent 
date in tbejournaU oi Victoria, and although 
the Chairman of tho Commitleohad solicited 
Other geotlemeD ol tbe press, who, it must be 
•onfesMd, bad not done mueh to davelop 
Oolditniuo, to titeoDO ntmbcn. Wo litre 



fldlbinglo'drno^'bM-'tbo-paMr?'^^ 
personal matters ; bat wa . have to do with 

tbe conduct of the Committee. So far, the 
"reports" whieh we have pnblisbed of pri- 
vate exploring parties, have been muub more 
interesting and valuable than those from tbe 
public one, and we do not therefore raise ob- 
jcclicna on newspaper grounds; but so long 
as the people pay their money towards an ob- 
ject, wo maintain thoy have u right to know 
how the affair is managed, aud what are its 
results. The Commiitee is generally com 
posed of mm of experience and capacity, 
and there is not the slightest excuse for their 
discourtesy to, or want of conQdenco in tbe 
public, which their secrecy in matters con- 
uecled with the expedition would indicate.

auly in country distriets fliero tho popula- 
tion was sparse. I would strongly racum- 
niiMid that both systems should be inlroduoisd 
into tins colony, fir I am convincad, lli.ii 
nothing short of this, would meet tho re- 
quireuientB of the community. Dcnomina- 
.lonal Eoljou!.-) should be oponeii in every 
town B.I |)cpuluiiou increased ; uno i.s alreiuly 
In uxiitaiice in Uiis town, aiding in the groat 
v/urk ot (dueation, and I think il is niani- 
festly unfair that such a schoolj roprosunting 
as it does a recognised religions body, shuulil 
be onassislad out of the grant made for edu- 
cational purposes, and that tho parent pend- 
ing hil children to this school should ba 
compelled to pajf (owing to tha ab.^enco of 
Government aid), a high fee for the education 
of bis ehildrail, and at the same time have lo 
contribute towards the support of a school 
from which be received no benefit. In reply 
to objeclioos raised, I would wish to say, thai 
Id my opinion, little liiffiouily would exist as 
to the apportionment of a publia grp.nt. As- 
s'lniing that £500 waagraated for lba pur- 
posa U aiding teachers of schools, and tbat 
ouo hundrod children wore taught in tho 
public and donowiuulional schools of Ibis 
colony, the grunt given to each school would 
be It the rata nf X5 per head lor tko number 
ol children tmighl therein. I hold in luy 
haod a statist iciil ncoount of the progress of 
tha two systems at work in Australia, which 
shows that while ovary encouragament was 
given to t,'>e national system, the d.eqoiiiiua- 
lional held its DOslllon und taught in its 
sciiools four times iho number of children to 
bj found in tho national schools.

1 lo impress upon the minds of Ihe children 
good and holy influence. What is the usual 
slate of a child's mind! Wo are nnlurnlly 
burn in and prone to sin, and goodness has 
to be taughl as wall as other things. A 
child's life at school is suirounded by evil 
influences. It ia very well to talk of the re- 
ligious instruction and good example set hy 
parent.-i, but does that rule of tbingi exist as 
a matter of fact ? It does not. A child's life 
is inide up of wearisome lafks. The mosl 
powerful influences at woik on him are the 
evil cnnverjalion and acts of his fellows, and 
perchance pernicious example of bad parents, 
and day by diiy and year by year, while his 
mind is capable of receiving good impressions 
it niUHt ba |i?fl a blank. I consider that the 
more hearing of the bible read once or twice 
a ilav, tlio Itnowledgo of the beautilul lessons 
to bo found there in every page, cannot fail 
in liavini; a most beneficial ititluenee on the 
minds ol those who bear it, more purticnlarly 
on llio yoiing. Thi.s is tho light in which 
tho question .should bo received, was a nys 
torn ul education lo bo provided, which luft 
Iho mind of tho child a blank as lo what was 
good and upri.;ht ! I sincerely trust this may 
never Le the case.
